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PASSAGE OF HOUSE BILL 254 IS Dept. 1015 Of Delco-Remy 

EXPLAINED BY J. G. O’BRIEN Honors 30-Year Veteran 


One of the main speakers on the 
Friday evening program during the 
Reunion was Mr. John G. O’Brien, 
Printing Instructor of the Indiana 
School. As a member of the Legis¬ 
lative Committee of the I. A. D., 
Mr. O’Brien was able to give a full 
account of the efforts of the com¬ 
mittee which terminated in passage 
of House Bill 254. His address was 
as follows: 

“President Wiggers, Supt. Raney, 
Distinguished Visitors, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: Your President has 

asked me to explain in detail the 
steps taken by the Legislative Com¬ 
mittee of the. I. A. D. leading up to 
the successful passage in the last 
session of the State Legislature of 
our Bill known as House Bill No. 
254. I shall attempt to give a gen¬ 
eral outline of the plan undertaken 
by the committee. Since the time 
allowed me on this program is 
short, I will omit the specific points 
and cite only the general points 
which I believe will be of interest 
to you. 

“Efforts were made by various 
committees of the deaf in the past 
to set up a division in the state 
government to give special assist¬ 
ance to the problems of unemploy¬ 
ment of the deaf and the hard of 
hearing following World War I. 
During this war many of our deaf 
people were gainfully employed in 
war plants and industries. With the 
cessation of hostilities they were 
no longer needed. Then followed 
a national-wide depression in which 
many of our deaf friends suffered 
untold hardships. Jobs were scarce, 
to begin with. Discrimination, in¬ 
surance compensation laws, and 
misunderstandings of employers in 
regard to the ability of deserving 
deaf workers, prevented many from 
securing employment. There were 
no agencies or divisions in our 
state government to deal ade¬ 
quately with our special problems. 
Our efforts to obtain help through 
the Department of Labor, United 
States Employment Services and 
others like service agencies were 
unsuccessful. 

“The same is true of World War 
II. Our deaf people were employ¬ 
ed by the thousands in war plants 
throughout the nation. The record 
of these people during the last con¬ 
flict is one of which we ar,e proud 
and justly so. It proved to the 
public and employers that the 
handicap of deafness is not a bar¬ 
rier to jobs where hearing is not 
essential. 

“However, we knew that wars do 
not last forever and that sooner 
or later these war plants would 
eventually shut down. What was 


going to happen to our many deaf 
people with these temporary war 
jobs? Taking our experiences after 
World War I as a criterion, we re¬ 
solved to consolidate our gains and 
to cushion the shock that was sure 
to follow. Consequently, President 
Wiggers appointed a Legislative 
Committee to look into all phases of 
the problem and to do whatever 
possible to prevent another calam¬ 
ity that might befall the deaf in 
Indiana. 

“On this Legislative Committee, 
President Wiggers appointed the 
following with himself as Chair¬ 
man, Ex-officio: Boyce R. Williams, 
Chmn., Harry V. Jackson, Clive D 
Breedlove, Lester C. Stanfill, Rich¬ 
ard M. Phillips, and John G. 
O’Brien. 

“The committee had several meet¬ 
ings and it was decided that the 
best thing to do was to enact a bill 
in the state legislature creating 
the position of rehabilitation spe¬ 
cialist for the deaf and the hard 
of hearing in the Vocational Re¬ 
habilitation Division of the State 
Board of Vocational Education 
The passage of Public Law 113, of 
the 78th Congress, July 5, 1943, spe¬ 
cifies, among other things, that the 
federal government assumes all 
costs of administration of Voca¬ 
tional Rehabilitation in states that 
were on the approved list. In¬ 
diana has such a set up and was 
on the approved list. The com¬ 
mittee felt we had an excellent op¬ 
portunity to present our desires to 
the State Legislature for the crea¬ 
tion of a specialist in this depart¬ 
ment to give full time assistance to 
the deaf and the hard of hearing. 

“Mrs. Nelle B. Downey, State 
Representative of Marion County, 
Was approached and asked to spon¬ 
sor the bill for us. The fact that 
the bill passed both houses success¬ 
fully is due to Mrs. Downey’s un¬ 
tiring efforts in our behalf. We 
feel honored, indeed, to have Mrs. 
Downey with us this evening and 
the members of the Indiana Asso¬ 
ciation of the Deaf, in convention 
assembled, wish to convey to her 
our very deep appreciation for her 
services in helping us achieve a 
long desired objective. 

“This bill known as House Bill 
No. 254 was introduced in the House 
of Representatives by Mrs. Downey 
on January 29, 19*45. On February 
1st it was reported favorably as 
amended. On February 28, it came 
up for third reading and became 
a law with the signature of the 
Governor on March 10, 1946. 

“Since the bill carried an emer¬ 
gency clause it became effective im-

Others use the pad of paper she 
keeps at hand, and there’s little 
she misses in the department.

RESOLVED that the Indiana As¬ 
sociation of the Deaf does here anc 
now pledge its full support to the 
task of putting peddlers and rack¬ 
eteers out of business, and be it, 
RESOLVED that the 'Association 
call upon all Clubs and other or¬ 
ganizations of the: Deaf in Indian: 
to banish known peddlers from 
their rolls and from all their socia 
affairs. 

WHEREAS Richard M. Phillips i: 
giving his job as Rehabilitation 
Specialist a great deal more effori 
than is required of him, and, 
WHEREAS his position make: 
available to us greater prospects o: 
betterment in future undertakings 
and, 

WHEREAS his office places us ii 
closer attachment with the official 
of the state, making it clear tha 
the deaf are not seeking sympath; 
from them, be it, 

RESOLVED that the Indian 
Association of the Deaf extend t 
him its thanks and appreciation.

((Continued from Page !l) 
mediately upon the signature of the 
Governor. An important feature of 
the bill requires that the specialist 
be appointed by the Governor; that 
the specialist possess the necessary 
standards of education, training 
and experience for the appointment 
of personnel of like rank; that he 
be thoroughly fluent in the use 
of the sign language; and that he 
have at least two years experience 
in guidance work with the deaf and 
the hard of hearing. 

‘'Governor Ralph P. Gates ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Boyce R. Williams, Vo¬ 
cational Principal of the Indiana 
State School for the Deaf, to serve 
as the first Vocational Rehabilita¬ 
tion Specialist for the Deaf and Hard 
of Hearing in Indiana, on June 1, 
1945. Mr. Williams served in this 
capacity for two months when he 
relinquished the position to aceep; 
a promotion with the Office of Vo- 
caional Rehabiliation, Washington 
D. C. 

“To this vacancy, Governor Gate 
appointed Mr. Richard M. Phillips 
a former teacher at the Indiana 
State School for the Deaf and well 
known to the deaf of Indiana, on 
August 1, 1945. Mr. Phillips has 
his office at 300 Board of Trade 
Building, Indianapolis, Indiana. He 
stands ready to help the deaf and 
the hard of hearing with their 
employment problems. 

“We wish to take this public op¬ 
portunity to express the sincere 
thanks of the Indiana Association 
of the Deaf to Governor Gates, Mrs. 
Downey, Supt. Raney, Mr. Williams, 
and all who gave generously of 
their time and energies in helping 
us realize a long needed service for 
the deaf and hard of hearing in 
this great state of Indiana.”
